IF the value of the Australian salt 


bush has not been overestimated it will 
soon take its place among the most use- 
lul plants ever introduced in California. 
The superintendent of parks in Los 
Angelas has beeu doing some experi- 


*• mention with it in soil heavily impreg- 


nated with alkali, and according to the 
Etpnu the results are highly satis- 
factory. In one corner of Westlake 
park was a plat of ground upon which 
vegetation had failed to grow on ac- 
count ol ita aridity and the alkali in the 
Boil. The superintendent procured a 
few Austf fllian salt plants and set them 
out last June in this ground. They 
have not had the slightest attention or 
water, but now cover the whole surface 
of the pr jund with a nutritious green 
etock food, resembling alfalfa. 
The 


plant grows as a runner along the 
jround, and one plant will cover 500 
•qnare fen in « year. It dries, losing 
three-fourths of its weight. All kinds 
of stock eat it. and it is 
claimed 


that twenty tons of green food per 
tcre can be obtained on au aver- 
age crop from alkali lands. It is self* 
feeding, grows eight to ten inches high, 
and can he repeatedly cut without in- 
jnry. It appears to do best on alkali soils, 
•nd in a few seaeons completely de- 
ttrovs the alkili in tho soil, leaving it 
fit lor other crops. The plant can be 
eradicated by plowing under. If the 
Mlt bush ia equal to the claims made for 
it, the unirrigated and alkali district* 
•long the we it nide of thie valley can he 
made to produce enough live stock to 
•upply the wanU of the entire popula- 
tion of the coast.
